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PREFACE 

Public  Affairs  Information  Service  in  its  seventh  annual  cumulation  fol- 
lows in  general  the  plan  of  the  previous  volume.  It  incorporates  the  Digest  of 
governors'  messages,  issued  separately  as  Bulletin  16,  and  the  Index  to  state 
legislation  of  1921  which  appeared  as  a  Special  bulletin  under  date  of  September 
17.  As  announced  in  that  bulletin,  the  index  does  not  cover  the  legislation  en- 
acted in  Colorado,  Illinois,  Montana,  North  Dakota,  Tennessee,  Washington  and 
West  Virginia. 

Whatever  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  may  be  attributed  to 
the  growing  contact  between  the  editorial  office  and  the  New  York  Public  Li- 
brary, which  offers  the  P.A.I. S.  staff  prompt  and  constant  access  to  the  acquisi- 
tions and  resources  of  a  large  reference  library.  To  the  P.A.I. S.  from  the  finan- 
cial standpoint,  the  economy  in  the  arrangement  is  of  no  small  consequence, 
saving  as  it  does  so  much  expense  in  the  soliciting  of  material,  but  perhaps  of 
even  greater  importance,  as  a  nearer  fulfilment  of  its  obligation  to  subscribers, 
is  the  resultant  gradual  raising  of  the  standard  of  value  by  which  material  is  se- 
lected for  listing. 

This  is  apparent  in  the  Key  to  Periodical  References,  which  is  a  shorter  list 
than  last  year's  by  some  two  hundred  titles  although  it  contains  many  not  in- 
cluded in  that  list.  This  does  not  mean  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  titles  regularly  examined,  but  rather  the  elimination  of  references  to  ar- 
ticles which  are  not  of  strictly  reference  value,  such  as  summaries  of  addresses, 
resumes  of  investigations,  of  special  reports,  etc.  The  complete  address  and 
the  report  itself,  with  the  more  valuable  discussions  in  the  case  are  the 
objects  of  our  search.  New  books  are  given  an  increasing  prominence  as  are 
also  documents,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  annual  reports,  unless  of  some  special 
significance,  have  been  consistently  omitted.  Notices  of  approaching  conferences 
and  the  reports  of  their  proceedings  are  being  followed  more  closely.  Trade 
directories,  representing  a  hundred  different  trades  and  industries  are  listed,  and 
more  than  two  hundred  industries  have  their  place  in  the  alphabetical  list  of 
headings.  Increasing  space  is  being  given  to  business  and  financial  subjects. 
Banks  and  banking.  Credit,  Finance,  Foreign  commerce.  Foreign  exchange. 
Foreign  investments.  Merchant  marine.  Ports,  Public  debts,  Securities,  Shipping, 
Tariff  and  Transportation  are  some  of  the  important  headings  used.  Commercial, 
financial  and  economic  conditions  in  various  countries  are  fully  treated  under 
geographical  headings. 

Under  countries  and  political  subdivisions  of  the  United  States,  the  follow- 
ing subheads  are  regularly  used :  Army,  Census,  Commerce,  Constitution,  Diplo- 
matic and  consular  service  (U.S.  only).  Economic  conditions.  Finance,  Foreign 
relations.  Government  and  politics.  Maps,  Natural  resources.  Navy,  Social  con- 
ditions. Statistics.  Material  on  all  other  subjects  even  though  it  relates  to  a 
specific  cotmtry  or  political  unit,  is  grouped  under  subject.  Thus,  a  book  on 
the  railroads  of  China  will  be    found   under   Railroads,    Foreign,    without   geo- 


graphical  subdivision.    References  are  made  from  each  country  or  political  unit 
to  all  the  subjects  under  which  material  relating  to  them  is  to  be  found. 

From  first  to  last,  in  selection  of  material,  form  of  entry,  arrangement  under 
carefully  selected  headings  and  subheads,  by  the  use  of  cross  references  and  by 
the  inclusion  of  contents  notes  and  occasional  short  descriptive  notes,  P.  A.  I.  S. 
aims  to  meet  the  need  of  the  research  worker  for  a  quick  and  efficient  guide  to  the 
best  sources  of  information.

actual  use;  prohibition  of  use  of  appropri- 
ations for  other  than  the  specific  purpose 
for  which  they  were  designated;  transfer  of 
ail  departmental  or  institutional  fees  and 
earnings  to  the  state  treasury  with  substi- 
tution of  regular,  appropriations  therefor; 
definite  written  statements  relating  to  pro- 
posed use  of  funds  accompanying  depart- 
mental or  institutional  applications  to  the 
legislature  for  financial  aid;  filing  of  such 
applications  and  also  of  all  building  plans 
and  plans  for  construction  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  control,  with  the  comptroller; 
open  meetings  of  the  Board  of  control  and 
provision  for  public  hearings  before  the 
board;  restriction  of  power  of  Board  of  con- 
tiol  to  increase  specified  appropriations.

Groesbeck  recommends  that 
an  administrative  board  consisting  of  at 
least  five  elective  state  officers,  and  the 
governor  be  established  and  given  general 
supervision  of  all  state  business  and  ex- 
penditures particularly  the  budget  system, 
the  State  purchasing  department  and  the 
Board  of  auditors. 

Montana — Gov.  Dixon  calls  special  attention 
to  the  serious  condition  of  the  finances  of 
the  state  and  recommends  relief  through 
new  sources  of  taxation 

Nevada — Gov.  Boyle  recommends  reduction 
of  state  costs  both  by  the  suspension  of 
non  productive  activities  and  by  consolida- 
tion and  closer  business  supervision.

Miller  recommends  in  the 
interests  of  economy  that  no  new  positions 
be  created;  that  there  be  no  salary  in- 
creases; that  authorized  construction  pro- 
jects should  be  completed  before  new  ones 
are  undertaken;  that  appropriations  for 
maintenance  be  based  on  the  present  trend 
of  prices  instead  of  the  high  prices  prevail- 
ing when  the  requests  were  formulated; 
that  a  careful  study  be  made  of  the  avail- 
able highway  funds  and  of  the  most  busi- 
ness like  and  economical  way  of  utilizing 
them;  that  department  heads  be  required  to 
run  their  departments  within  their  appro- 
priations and  that  failure  to  do  so  be  cause 
for  removal;  that  some  flexibility  be  allowed 
the  department  heads  in  the  use  of  appro- 
priations; that  all  bills  which  commit  the 
state  to  additional  expense  be  passed  on  by 
the  finance  committees  before  they  are 
brought  up  for  final  passage. 

Rhode  Island — Gov.  San  Souci  recommends 
legislative  provision  that  all  revenues  re- 
ceived by  any  department  be  paid  into  gen- 
eral fund  of  state,  and  that  all  expenditures 
be  charged  against  specific  appropriations 
made  for  such  purposes.

each  state  department  having  a  special  tax 

or  source  of  revenue  be  so  financed  that  all 

of   its   expense   shall   be   borne   by   its  own 

funds.
